Villagers Combine in Efforts 
to Save Building from 
Destruction. 


LOSS IS ABOUT $25,000.

Furniture Savers Are Cheered.

The ocdupants of neighboring 
houses looked to the safety of their prop- 
erty, and, organizing bucket brigades, 
soaked the roofs of their homes with water. 

The clubhouse was the property of the 
Music Hall association of La Grange and 
was rented by the La Grange club. It was 
a three-story structure and was erected in 
1890 at a cost of $14,500. Since then nearly 
$5,000 had been spent on improvements. 

The furniture of the Music Hall associa- 
tion was valued at $2,500 and that of the 
club at $3,500.

As he hur- 
ried through the smoke to the street he 
was greeted with the cheers of the specta- 
a H. E. Goodwin, who held the cigar 
privilege of the club, lost $300 worth of his 
stock and $12 which was in the cash drawer. 
When Major Goodwin rushed into the build- 
ing shortly after the fire started the spec- 
tators thought he was going to save his 
cigars and cash. Instead, the Major was 
after his sword, which he had carried in the 
civil war. It hung on a wall of one of the 
rooms, but when Major Goodwin tried to 
enter he was driven back by smoke and 
heat. The sword was not recovered. 

While the men worked inside of the build- 
ing the women stood outside the windows 
receiving valuable paintings, books, and 
other light articles, which they took to a 
place of safety.

SCARE IN WESTERN SPRINGS. 


Electric Light Illumination Causes an 
Alarm That the Town Is on 
Fire. 


The lighting of the suburban municipality 
of Western Springs last evening for the t 
time by electricity was attended by consid- 
erable excitement and much agitation on the 
part of the volunteer. fire department of the 
village and all the farmers within a radius 
of ten miles. 

Western Springs is about thirty miles west 
of Chicago on the Burlington railroad, Last 
night was the time set when its new elec- 
tric light plant was to be put Into operation. 
Many of the citizens of the town and the 
farmers living in that vicinity had not been 
properly notified of the auspicious event, 
and for some time considerable apprehen- 
sion. existed as to.the cause of the brilliant 
illumination. Citizens returning home on 
evening trains from Chicago were horrified 
when still several miles from their homes 
to see a bright glare over the town. They 
concluded the place was on fire, and from 
the brightness of the light figured that each 
house probably had been soaked in kerosene 
oil before being fired. The farmers around 
the suburbs saw the bright light in the sky 
and, harnessing their fleetest horses, started 
to the rescue. 


On one of the trains from the city which | 


arrived in the suburb soon after the lights 
were turned on were a number of citizens 
who are members of the volunteer fire de- 
partment of Western Springs. When the 
train stopped they led other citizens to the 
fire engine house. The engine and hose cart 
were dragged out and pulled over the roads 
to the Vive Camera factory, where from 
every window a bright line wasshining. The 
clanging of the fire gongs startled every- 
body in the village and even those who knew 
about the new electric lights forgot it in 
the excitement of the moment. But when 
the factory was reached it was found there 
was no fire, only the reflections in the win- 
dows. 

The farmers on their plow horses arrived 
breathiess. on the scene and joined in the 
hunt for the fire. Then it was discovered 
that the new glectric lights were responsi- 
ble and that Everybody had responded toa 
“still” alarm. The fire department went 
home and the excitement was over.

OF STARVATION. 


James N. Allen of Trinity 
College Too Frou! to 
Tell His Poverty. 


ONLY A DOLLAR A WEEK. 


He Makes Heroic Efforts to Live 
on Nothing but Bread 
and Coffee. 


MIND AND BODY GAVE WAY. 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 27.—{Specia!.]—The 
details are somewhat conflicting in the mat- 
ter of the death on Tuesday of the Trinity 
College student, James N. Allen, of the class 
of 1902, but there can be no question as to 
the main fact that his death was due to 
exhaustion and disease, resulting from in- 
sufficient food. 

Allen was in poor circumstances, and was 
working his way through college. A big, 
bony young fellow, over six feet in height, 
and in his growing age, his system required 
abundant and nutritious food, but how 
scanty it was may be inferred from the fact 
that when the term opened he had only $5, 
and it is doubted whether he received any- 
thing afterward. 

For the four weeks he had little more than 
$1 weekly, and on this he subsisted as best 
he could, too proud to make his wants 
known, and carefully guarding the secret. of 
his poverty from his fellow-students. 

He lived alone in a room which President 
Smith gave him and furnished for him. In 
his room he prepared his own meals, but 
this was not known to any one but himself. 
His food was of the scantiest. He had 
bread—perhaps not much of that—and little 
— A little coffee was the only thing be- 
sides. 

He was in the habit of arising at 5 o’clock 
in the morning and studying on an empty 
stomach. He was naturally an athlete, 
more than six feet tall, and he relied upon 
his strength of frame and his strong will 
to carry him through. He overestimated 
his strength. 

He began to feel badly last week, and on 
Saturday he called on Dr. Downs, and the 
case was diagnosed as cerebral congestion. 
The patient was advised to go to his room 
and take care of himself. 

Sunday Dr. Downs was summoned, and 
seeing the condition of the student, ordered 
him to the hospital. The doctors suspected 
the trouble, and gave him every attention. 
Monday night, however, it was evident that 
die was sinking rapidly, and President Smith 
heid the Episcopal communion services. 

Allen passed away early Tuesday morning. 
The body was sent to his relatives in Rich- 
field Springs, New York, President Smith 
hoiding memorial services at the undertak- 
ing rooms. 

Allen prepared for college at the Rich- 
field Springs High School, and came to Trin- 
ity with the intention of preparing for the 
.ministry. He could expect little from his 
family, consisting of his mother, two broth- 
ers, and a sister, and he had no wealthy 
friends to whom he could appeal for aid, nor 
does it appear that he sought for any work to 
earn money. 

His health was far from robust, and for 
this reason he took no part in the college 
athletic sports, but during all the time in 
college he confined himself closely to his 
studies, so much so that his physical condi- 
— was at no time what it should have 

en. 


WINDOW GLASS IS HIGHER. 


Prices Have Advanced Fully Six Per 
Cent in the Last Ten 
Days. 


Window glass has advanced 6 per cent 
in the last ten days, and if jobbers and large 
handlers are correct in their views prices 
are going up still higher. 

In the instances of several important sup- 
ply points there has been a formal with- 
drawal of quotations, but in the main the 
advance has been brought about by what the 
trade calls manipulating sizes. 

The chief support to advancing prices is 


given by the window glass trust, and well in- 


formed dealers say that fact holds out the 
possibility of the trust’s dominating control 
of the industry being endangered. 

Since the formation of the trust something 
over a year ago prices have been shoved up 
little by little until new glass is now selling 
for one-third more. The prices received are 
declared to mean a handsome profit to the 
manufacturer, and as a result competition 
has revived. 

New glass factories have been built in 
Pennsylvania and Indiana equipped with the 
most improved facilities. Altogether those 
already in operation represent over 250 pots. 
Factories with nearly half as much capacity 
are said to be either in operation under 
actual construction or to be practically ar- 
ranged for. Every one of the outside fac- 
tories is said to be running at its full ca- 
pacity, some of them day and night, while 
all of the trust’s factories are shut down. 

The trust is engaged in a dispute with the 
skilled labor in the industry, while the out- 
side factories have settled all questions 

th the glassworkers. 
. or conditions favor a further ad- 
vance in prices and a growth of competi- 
tion,” said a large handler of window glass 
yesterday. In Belgium three successive 
advances in wages, amounting altogether 
to 30 per cent, inside of six months, have 
been granted by the manufacturers, and the 
entire output of that country is being ab- 
sorbed by Europe, India, Australia, and 
south Africa. There is, therefore, no pros- 


pect of getting cheap glass from Europe. 


The stock on hand in this country is hardly 


| sufficient for two months’ normal consump- 


wn Efforts made recently by the trust to 
effect a settlement with the workmen have 
failed, and it is now said by the trust's 
friends the factories may not start up be- 
fore Jan. 1.

The registration in this city having gone 
against the Bryanites, Burke, Harrison, 
Gahan, ete., are asking one anbther, What 
shall we do to be saved?” A council of the 
bosses has been held at which many prop- 
esitions were made, but the only one which 
met with favor was Burke’s. He suggested 
that if “the German vote” could be won 
over the election could be carried, Nobody 
will question that. 

A certain percentage of the German vote 
has stuck to the Democratic party through 
all the political changes of the last forty- 
tive years.

Archbishop Chapelle of

All the “currency reform” bills 
which are before Congress provide for the 
more or less speedy withdrawal of bonds 
which serve as a basis for the national bank 
notes: While the Illinois bankers do not

The people of 
Luzon are of the same racial quality as the 
Javanese, who have made their island a 
most remunerative colonial possession to 
Holland. A people whose annual trade 
through the port of Manila was $25,000,000 
are not barbarians in any other than the 
limited sense that Japan and China were bar- 
barian countries before they opened their 
ports to commercial intercourse with the 


“world. 4 


The trade of China is actually and pros- 
pectively so valuable that the great powers 
of the world are eager rivals in their strug- 
gie to secyre it. The trade of the United 
States is $20,000,000 annually with China 
today, the largest trade next to that of 
Great Britain. We want Luzon and its port 
of Manila for the same reason that England 
obtained and holds Hongkong. Of the future 
value of Luson, when its resources are de- 
veloped, there is no doubt. We can make 
Luzon valuable even as England has made 
India, Egypt, and South Africa valuable. 
The united trade of Great Britain and the 
United States with the tropics today repre- 
sents about 44 per cent of their total trade 
with all the rest of the globe. When the re- 
sources of so-called barbarian regions have 
been developed by Americans as those of 
Java have been developed by the Dutch and 
those of India by the English, they will be- 
come as valuable proportionately for their 
trade as Japan is today and as we expect 
China will be tomarrow. What the slow, 
non-progressive Dutch have done in less 
than a century with Java, cannot American 
energy and brains do for Luzon? 

Mr. Carnegie would better try again. Even 
if Luson were not a land of exceptional 
fertility; even if it were not rich in mineral 
wealth, its possession with reference to the 
security of our future commerce with China 
and Japan makes its occupation as a mili- 
tary and naval station of the highest im- 
portance and value.

China and letting Russia absorb it, or letting 
go her grip on India, she would defend India

Tarkish Hostility to the Zionist Move- 
ment. 


It is said that the Turkish authorities in 
Palestine have received strict orders from 
Constantinople to see to it that no real es- 
tate in Palestine shall pass into the hands of 
Jews, even if they are Turkish subjects, and 
that in consequence of this order all transac- 
tions in landed property in the name of the 
colonies projected by Barons Rothschild and 
Hirsch and the Israelite alliance have been 
stopped. This harsh measure is connected 
with the Zionist movement and the resolu- 
tions of the two congresses at Basle, at 
which it was proclaimed that the Jews would 
once again constitute a nation and a state, 
and make Palestine their future home. As 
the establishment of a Jewish bank, with a 
large capital, was announced at the same 
time, the Sultan regards bis Province of 
Palestine as a better asset now than it has 
ever been. Not only is the selling of 
land in Palestine to Jews prohibited, but 
impediments are placed in the way of Jews 
of different nationalities who may wish to 
visit Palestine as travelers. This touches 
the treaty rights of Jewish subjects of va- 
rious Christian countries. It is, for instance, 
forbidden to Jews to proceed from Jaffa to 
Jerusalem, or to other places in Palestine, 
unless a non-Jewish resident of Jaffa guar- 
antees that the visitors in question will 
leave Palestine again within thirty days of 


New Way te Kill Mosquitoes, . 

The Mexican Central railway company {s 
engaged in a new experiment which, if it ig 
all that is claimed for it, will be of inestima. 

Fo 
show how earnest they are in the matter 
they have created a new office—that of Mos. 
quito Commissiorer—and the portfolio wag 
awarded to Captain George C. Sperry, super- 
intendent of telegraphs for the company.

mination of the mosquito can be acecm.

An exchange, in discussing the matter, 


said: 

“Scientific investigation has disclosed the 
fact that a few grains of permanganate of 
potash will destroy all the embryo mosqui- 
toes in a large area of mosquito swamp. At 
two cents an acre all the mosquitoes can be 
killed off for a space of thirty days, and as 
the breeding time is but two months four 
cents will insure protection for the entire 
year. This places it within the possibliity 
of a State, and certainly a city, to entirely 
rid itself of a great nuisance.’’—Ex. 

The Hab to Take In Washing, 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 22.—Mayor Quincy has 
done a lot of hard thinking lately, and as a 
result he has brought an idea out of cold 
storage that is almost startling in its origin. 
ality. He suggests that the city should 
take in washing and utilize the public bath. 
houses as laundries during the cold weather, 
Like most of his peculiar schemes—the mu- 
nicipal band, the Sunday evening pop con. 
certs,.and others—this latest scheme is for 
the benefit of the laboring people except the 
washerwomen. It began by the placing of 
a mangle in the Dover street bathhouse that 
can handle 30,000 towels a day. During the 
bathing season this mangle was kept on the 
keen jump day and night in preparing clean 
linen for the bathers, but now that the cold 
season has come the Mayor sees no 
why the mangle should not be utilized in do- 
ing the washing at a merely nominal sum for 
100 or more families each day. 3

prices, and competition with Chinatown will 
be keen.—New York Sun. . : 


A Monitor Called After the Little State, 

In a letter to the Hartford (Conn.) Times 
Secretary Long explains that one of the new 
monitors is to be named Connecticut, ip ac. 
cordance with an act of Congress which 
declares: ‘‘ Hereafter all first-class battle. 
ships and monitors owned by the United 
States shall be named for the States, and 
shall not be named for any city, place, or 
person until the names of the States shall - 
have been exhausted.” Secretary Long 
says that the intent of the act is to honor 
States which are chosen for names of naval 
vessels. As for citizens of Connecticut feel- 
ing hurt because a monitor, and not a bat- 
tleship, is to bear the name of the State, the 
Secretary observes: The monitors now 
dullding will be among the most efficient 
and serviceable of our warships. With what 
I am sure is a pardonable pride, the de- 
partment, and I believe the people, regard 
all our naval vessels as a shining constelia- 
tion; and, although one star may differ from 
another in glory, they are all stars.” This 
courteous explanation will probably put an 
end to the irritation over the matter in Con- 
necticut.

„The Fatal Gift ” Is „ Story of Dublin 
and London High Life, with a Large 
Number of Matrimonial Episodes—A 
Kiss Made Fatal by Smallpox Con- 
tagion Ix Made to Play a Part in the 
nouement—Also Some Fun in the 
Book. 


STORY of high life in Dublin and Lon- 
don is what F. Frankfort Moore has 
given his readers in his latest volume, 
The Fatal Gift.“ (Dodd-Mead.) It 
is a story without a purpose- unless, 
indeed, the purpose be to show that great 
beauty is not always a fatal gift to its pos- 
essor. It is also a story with some humor 
and with an inexcusably revolting episode in 
the closing pages. 
Miss Ann Bellamy, an actress of talent and 
beauty, arrives at Port Dunleary, near Dub- 
in, and while waiting dinner at the inn sees 
A post-chaise dash past, containing an un- 
mistakably cloping pair, trying to catch the 
departing packet for England. The young 
Jady turns out to be Miss Maria Gunning, 
elder daughter of a bloviant, blustering 
souireen of English descent, whose wife is 
the sister of an Irish Karl. The man is a 
Mr. Feversham, known to Miss Bellamy as 
a notorious London roué and bad man gen- 
rally. The pair miss the packet to Eng- 
land and, returning to the inn, the honor of 
the lady is saved by the dexterity of the 
lady and the courage of Tim Heffernan, the 
landlord. 
he villain is foiled in a comical manner 
and ejected from the premises ignominious- 
ly. Maria and Ann at once hire a post-chaise 
and return to Dublin, where the former, a 
Vulgar, ignorant, and almost immodest hoy- 
S den, but marvelously lovely, fabricates a tis- 
ue of falsehoods to account for her ab- 
sence.

FONTENOY’S LETTER.

The Earl of Mayo, who has left England 
with the object of spending several months 
in this country, and incidentally shooting 
some big game in the Rockies, is a peer 
who’ cannot be described otherwise than 
as erratic. He first came before the public 
in the divorce case brought by Lord de la 
Zouche against his wife, with whom he 
eloped, and some time afterwards he be- 
came the hero of a mysterious disappear- 
ance case. 

He wandered off somewhere or other in a 
moment, it is to be presumed, of mental 
aberration, and for several weeks his friends 
and the entire police force of the United 
Kingdom, as well as a whole army of pri- 
vate detectives, were searching for him in 
England and on the continent. 

His reappearance was as extraordinary as 
his disappearance. For one day some two 
months afterwards he suddenly walked 
into an inn at Penzance, where he inscribed 
his name upon the hotel register. To this 
day he has never been able to account tor 
his actions during these two months of dis- 
appearance, which seem to have been a 
complete blank as far as his mind is con- 
cerned, 

The only case that can be in any way 
compared thereto is that of Captain I’Es- 
trange, a member of the staff of Queen 
Victoria’s second and sailor son, who dis- 
appeared one day from on board the ves- 
sel which he,was commanding, and which 
lay at anchor in the port of Marseilles, and 
was not found until three weeks later, when 
he s met by the English Consul at Ant- 
werp, wandering about the streets, per- 
fectly sane, but wholly at a loss to ex- 
plain how he had got there or what he had 
been doing with himself since he vanished 
from Marseilles. 


Lord Mayo’s brothers are almost as well 
known as himself. Captain the Hon. 
Maurice Bourke, who is heir to the earl- 
dom, is the officer who was in command of 
the ill-fated British ironclad that foun- 
dered off the coast of Syria, carrying Vice 
Admiral Tyron and almost the entire crew 
of 600 men to the bottom of the sea. 

He is not unknown in the United States, 
having held several commands on the north 
Atlantic station of the British navy. In- 
deed, he lost another vessel of the British 
navy in the West Indies. If I remember 
rightly, its name was the Amphion. In 
fact, the maritime disasters with which his 
name is connected are so numerous, and 
he has to such an extent the reputation of 
a Jonah, that considerable difficulty is ex- 
perienced in getting either officers or men 
willing tO go to sea with him. Were it not 
for the extraordinary amount of court in- 
fluence enjoyed by the entire Bourke family 
he would doubtless have long ere this been 
placed upon the retired list. As it is he en- 
joys the distinction of being the youngest 
of the post Captains of the British navy, and 
will in due course achieve the still further 
distinction of being the youngest in point 
of age of British Admirals. 

A younger brother, the Hon. Terence 
Bourke, has been for some time in this 
country, occupying a ranch out West, and it 
is presumable that Lord Mayo will spend 
some time with him. 

Perhaps the best known ef all the brothers 
is the Hon. Algy Bourke, celebrated in con- 
nection with his reorganization, and, one 
might also say, regeneration, of White’s 
and several other famous old-time London 
clubs. He is a member of the Stock Ex- 
change, and has achieved some notoriety 
in connection with the tendency to make 
use of privat® information in the publica- 
tion of articles in the press, with which he 
is more or less connected, 

As an instance thereof I may cite the 
fact that it was he who drew attention in 
the London Times to Lord Charles Beres- 
ford’s breach of naval etiquette and of the 
service regulations in signaling a message 
to his wife from the cruiser which he com- 
manded during the jubilee naval review 
of 1887, Lord Charles getting into no end 
of a scrape in connection with the affair. 

Lord Mayo’s father was assassinated under 
singularly tragic circumstances while Vice- 
roy of India, while his uncle, Lord Con- 
nemara, was obliged to resign his lucrative 
Governorship of Madras in consequence of 
his being made the respondent in a most 
peculiarly disgraceful divorce case. 

Let me add that Lord Mayo’s sister, Lady 
Eva Wyndham Quinn, has spent some time 
in the United States, and is famous for the 
number of tigers laid low by her rifle while 
in India. 


Another distinguished English visitor to 
this country is S. Roper Curzon, who is no 
relation to Lord Curzon, the newly ap- 
pointed Viceroy of India, but a member of 
that branch of the Curzon family of which 
Lord Teynham is the head. : 
Lord Teynham is decidedly a festive mem- 
ber of the British peerage, and so, too, is 
his younger brother and heir, who has on 
several occasions figured in metropolitan 
police courts for thrashing the managers 
and proprietors of London restaurants who 
objected to his mode of enjoying himself 
on their premises. 


Talking of Lord Curzon, it may be of inter- 
est to mention that he has just had paid 
to him the sum of $15,000 as the price of his 
passage out to India. It is not improba- 
ble that he may charter a vessel for the 
conveyance of his staff and himself instead 
of traveling by the ordinary mail boat.

] PROFESSOR WISNER LECTURES AT 


MRS. PALMER’S RESIDENCE. 


Delivers the First of a Series of Six 
Thursday Morning French Confer- 
ences—His Subject Is “La Femme 
Francaise Dix-Huitieme Ciecle ”— 
Mr. and Mrs. Caton Give a Dinner at 
Wheaton—Drake-Farnum and Hale- 
Harts Weddings. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer opened her residence, 
100 Lake Shore drive, yesterday morning for 
a French conference given by Professor 
Wisner of Paris. A large number of society 
women were present to hear the talk, which 
was preliminary to the series of six French 
lectures to be given at various residences. 

Although this is. Professor Wisner's first 
visit to Chicago he is well known in the 


East, where he has given similar lectures for 


some time. His addresses are literary and 
historical in theme and include a wide field 
of the most interesting element of French 
life, which he discusses from a philosophical 
and scientific standpoint. | 
talk yesterday the guests were informally re- 
ceived by Mrs. Palmer. 

The lecture was given in the art. gallery. 
Professor Wisner's subject was La Femme 
Francaise au Dix-huitiérne Stecle,“ and was 
given in French. He digcussed the condition 
of French women of the nobility a century 


ago, dwelling on their intellects and the in- 


fluence their ideas had in shaping events, 
and on the progress of science and philoso- 
phy. 

In substance he said: “ It was the growth 
of the ideas of the women. of the nobility 
that brought about the possibility of such 


| philosophy as that of Voltaire and Diderot. 


There was nothing too deep for these wom- 
en to study. and often while making a long 
journey in a carriage (there was then no cth- 
er method of travel) a corpse would be taken 
to dissect as a method of passing the time. 
It was through the women of the nobility 
that the new ideas of liberty were developed 
in France, and from the study of philosophy 
in the grand’ French Salon, the ideas were 
promulgated which descended to the 
masses and ended in the French revolution. 
The first victims were these same Frerch 
women, who went to the guillotine with 
smiles on their lips.“

‘MAYOR REFUSES TO APPROVE IX. 
PROEPTING SEWER ORDINANCE. 
Informs Rogers Park Residents He 
Does Not Sanction Action of City 
Seuncil in Awarding Work te 
‘Dowdle Without Advertising for 
Bidse—Engineer Martin, Fourteenth 
Street Pumping Station, Reinstated 
and Oiler Caswell Discharged. 


Mayor Harrison told a delegation of Rog- 
ers Park residents yesterday he couid not 
approve the ordinance passed at the last 


000 | Council meeting extending the North Side 


intercepting sewer in Sheridan road from 
Pratt to Bryan avenues, and giving the 
contract to John Dowdle, without adver- 
tising for bids. 

“Phere is no objection to extending the 
sewer to Bryan avenue,” said the Mayor, 
“That had already been determined on. 
There is a séwer in the latter avenue which 
flows into the lake, and it is necessary to 
take care of it. I cannot, however, consent 
to that part of the ordinance which pro- 
vides for giving the contract to Dowdle 
without advertising for bids and awarding 
the contract to the lowest bidder. It would 
not only be illegal, but would be starting & 
bad precedent. 

This contract is a big one, somewhere 
between $20,000 and $30,000, and were I to 
hold that the Council could award contracts 
without advertising, pretty soon we would 
have all contracts let in the same way.“ 

Mayor Harrison and City Engineer Erick- 
son sat as a board of inquiry in the Four- 
teenth street pumping works case, and re- 
instated Engineer Martin and discharged 
Oiler Caswell. This was the case in which 
Engineer Martin accused Oiler Caswell of 
drinking, and when he attempted to smell 
his breath the oiler hit the engineer’s nose 
with his fist just as it was getting within 
smelling distance.

Talks About Siboney and Re- 
views the Treatment of the 
Troops There. 


CLASH WITH GEN. SHAFTER. 


Colonel Henry L. Turner ot the First IIII- 
nois Infantry at the informal dinner of the 
Neal Estate board at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel last night unburdened himself of some 
unpleasant reminiscences of the late war. 

Outside of the reunion of my own home,“ 
hé said in beginning his address, the one 
thing I looked forward to more than any- 
thing else was this meeting with my old 
friends of the board. The board sent me the 
‘Only. ray of light I had in the blackest and 
darkest time of my experience, and I thank 
you, gentlemen, from the bottom of my 

eart. 

7 * Unfortunately for myself, I took a promi- 
Pent part in the legislation concerning the 
army. When it was seen that war would be 
declared a bill for the reorganization was 
introduced in Congress. It was expected in 
‘the case of the militia to take our enlisted 
men and leave the officers and the organiza- 
tions at home. It involved sere changes 
that would have ended in disaster. 

„ want to say that your representative 
takes a great deal of pride that he himself 
wrote the one clause which made it pos- 
sible for the militia to go out asa whole. I 
went to see the Secretary of War and he 
made the statement that if volunteers were 
called for the militia would be taken as 
organizations, with which I was much 
pleased. Afterwards Adjutant General Cor- 
bin called on me with Chairman Hull and 
they said the matter had heen submitted to 
the Attorney General, who said the word in 
regard to the militia couldn’t be kept. I 
replied, There'll be serious trouble if that 
isso. The men have all left the city, sup- 
posing the thing was settled.’ General Miles 
‘said: ‘If I were Secretary of War I'd find 
some way to keep my word.“ Finally I said 
that if they would agree to incorporate a 
clause in the bill I would see that it was 

What Was Agreed. 

ne next morning we settled that the 
companies should be composed of 106 men, 
and there should be twelve companies toa 
régimént. The ciause I inserted provided 
that whenever volunteers were called for or 
the militia of States was called into serv- 
ice the President shall be authorized to ac- 
cept the various quota of National Guard 
organizations. 

This act made every regular army offi- 
cer in the country ¢xcept General Miles, who 
understood it, my personal enemy. That feel- 


ing extended the head of the First Corps, 
the head of the Fourth Corps, and the head 
of the Fifth Corps, which went to Cuba. 


They all felt that I had hindered the passage 
of their bill, the regular army bill. Well, 
the First Regiment and its commander 
ne asked a favor of any living man. We 
t our medicine without a whimper, and 
fe came out at the top. We fought the 
Spanish and the regular army until we won 
them over. 
“I believe I realized that was to be a 
campaign in which disease was to be a 
greater cause of death than wounds. As 
goon as we reached Chickamauga the regi- 
ment hegan a process of training against 
this. Was there a lack of care? I will say 
that no army could have gone to Cuba with- 
out losing from sickness. Practically the 
entire army on July 1 was wrecked. I 
don't believe you could have found. 1,000 
men who could have walked five miles. When 
the notorious ‘round robin’ was sent 
broadcast it was all we could do to get men 
enough to guard the prisoners’ camp.“ 
Speaking of the start from Florida, Col- 
del Turner said he never saw a greater 
babel of canfusion in his life than prevailed 
there. A regiment would be ordered aboard 
a transport, then off again. 


Memories of Siboney. 


“At Siboney, where we were to unload,” 
he said, “‘ I went ashore and tramped in the 
burning sands for two hours to find some 
means of getting my men on shore. As a 
last resource, I asked the navy for cutters 
and two were given me. There, in my judg- 
ment, was a serious oversight.

I had a feeling of 
personal responsibility for them. I knew 
many of their fathers and mothers, knew 
most of them in a social way, and I felt the 
care of them had been intrusted to me. 

My fceling from the start was this: 
That any officer who didn’t feel that the men 
given him to command were a sacred trust, 

those men were to be on his heart all 
the time, was unfit to command a corporal's 
guard of Zulus.

0 Lmprison Him 


in the Penitentiary on a False 
Charge of Burglary—Sequel oft 
» Sensational Trial in 
County Four Years Ago — Black- 
listed Railroad Men Hope to Be 
_ Benefited by Hennessy Case. 


The suit of Weed Love, an employé in a 
Chicago railroad office, against the C. 8. 
Berry Detective Agency for $50,000 for al- 
leged conspiracy to imprison him in the 
penitentiary, 
Judge Brown in the Circuit Court in a few 
days, recails a sensational arrest and prose- 
cution made in Kankakee County four years 
ago. 

The codefendants in the suit are W. P. 
Watson, W. W. Parrish Jr.,,Henry: Paradis, 
George Hess, W. P. Dixon, John Shortridge, 
John Ward, and Fred Sweet, who were mem- 
bers of the Aldermanic board at Momence 
at the time of Love's arrest; Willlam 
Schoof, whose State’s evidence was instru- 
mental in sending Love to the penitentiary; 
and J. 8. Hoag. 

Late in the year 1894 the citizens of Mo- 
mence, Kankakee County, were annoyed by 
numerous petty burglaries, and the Berry 
agency sent a detective there to endeavor 
to secure conviction of the thieves. At is 
charged that, failing to discover the bur- 
giars, he decided to manufacture evidence, 
and, in order to succeed, agreed with Weed 
Love, Mulligan O’Brien, and William Schoof 
to rob the safe of J. S. Hoag's grain office at 
Exline, a small railroad station near Mo- 
mence, and afterwards, if success attended 
their initial. effort, the Momence Exchange 
Bank was to be robbed. 

The detective, it is said, opened the door 
of the office, unlocked the safe, and dis- 
tributed marked money among his compan- 
ions, upon the pérsons of whom it was 


found when they were arrested an hour or 


so later in Momence. 


| Love Convicted of Burglary. 

Weed Love was convicted of burglary and 
sentenced to serve a year in the penitentiary. 
William Schoof, who, it is said, was in- 
structed ig the detective, turned State's evi- 
dence and obtained his liberty. Mulligan 
O’Brien, who had been sentenced to the 
penitentiary the day previous on a charge of 
assault, was let off on the burglary ind.ct- 
ment. 

T. S. Wood of the Salisbury Belting com- 
pany, Chicago, a brother-in-law of Love, 
had engaged W. R. Hunter of Kankakee to 
defend his relative, and the case was taken 
to the Supreme Court, where the question 
was raised whether a man could be found 
guilty of burglary when he took an article 
with the consent of the owner—represerted 
in this case by Detective Randall. The Su- 
preme Court thought Mr. Hunter’s point 
sufficiently well taken to admit Love's re- 
lease on bail pending a decision of the case. 
He had been in the penitentiary twenty- 
eight days. The case was decided exactly 
one year from the date of Love’s sentence. 

An add thing in connection with the pres- 
ent case is that Weed’s former legal-repre- 
sentative is now one of the attorneys for ihe 
Momence defendants. 


Blacklisted Men Are Hopeful. 

- The opinion given by Justice Phillips of the 
Supreme Court in the appealed suit of Dore- 
mus et al. vs. Hennessy, since its scope has 
become known, is considered by attorneys 
to make illegal all combinations of individ- 
vals interfering with the business of any 
person, except in the way of just and open 
competition. 

Wiiliam J. Strong, who has the cases of 
fifty railroad empoyés who were discharged 
in the great strike of 1894, and against whom 
the railroads are alleged to have combined 
under agreement not to reémploy them, 
said: 

** Judge Phillips’ opinion in the Hennessy 
case practically settles the law in, favor of 
the blacklisted men. The charge is made 
that the railroads entered into a combina- 
tion to pauperise every man who quit work 
during the strike of 1894 or belonged to the 
American Railway union by agreeing not to 
employ any of them unless he obtained the 
consent of the road he was working for at 
the time the strike began. Our contention 
is that the agreement to do this was indict- 
able and unlawful; that such combinations 
are unlawful, because they are against pub- 

-lic poHey

Railroads Fail to Agree on 
Plan for Dividing Emi- 
gration Business. 


Two Northern Overland Roads 
May Prove to Be Stumbling 
Blocks. 


HILL OPPOSES COMBIN ATION. 


J. 


No tangible results were acl@eved at yes- 
terday’s conference in thig city of commit- 
tees of the Western Passenger association, 
New York Trunk Line committee, New Eng- 
land Passenger committee, and representa- 
tives of the Canadian Pacific, Grand Trunk, 
and Southern Pacific raiiroads with regard 
to the immigrant rate situation. 

The minor object of the meeting is to 
unite all roads interested in the transporta- 
tion of immigrants from the Atlantic sea- 
board to points in the West and Northwest 
in one grand combination, the business to 
be divided among the various roads by the 
immigrant clearing house of the Western 
Passenger association in New York. 

Prior to the inauguration of the Klondike 
rate war the Canadian Pacific was a mem- 
ber of the clearing-house, but upon the out- 
break of the trouble it dropped out. In or- 
der to bring about more harmonious rela- 
tions between Western roads and the Cana- 
dian Pacific it is now proposed to admit it 
to membership again. 

The trunk lines have lately been working 
in harmony with the Western roads. and 
they would like to see the Canadian Pacific 
come into the fold. The Western roads 
through an agreement with the steamship 
companies control the situation and the 


Canadian. 
Two Roads Hang Back. 

The failure of conference thus far to se- 
cure tangible results is attributed to the 
failure of the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern roads to attend. They have prom- 
ised to be represented at today’s confer- 
ence 


these roads will consent to join the com- 
bination. The Great Northern particularly 
is hostile to any arrangement to which the 
Canadian Pacific isa party. But aside from 
this, President Hill of the Great Northern 
has openly declared that owing to the Su- 
preme Court's decision in the Joint Traffic 
association case his road would not become 
a party to any agreement which has for its 
object the stifling of competition, and he is 
said to consider .the immigrant clearing- 
house an organization that comes clearly 
within the scope of the Supreme Court's de- 
cision. 

The Chicago Great Western is also said 
to be hostile to the immigrant rate combina- 


tion. 
Earnings of the Monon. 

Gross earnings for the Monon” for the 
third week in October were $71,900, against 
$73,075 for the corresponding week last year, 
a decrease of $1,085. 

Gross earnings for the Union Pacific for 
the month of September were $1,722,618, 
against $1,766,704 for the same month last 
year, a decrease of $44.086; net earnings were 
$820,971, against $708,417, an increase of 
$112,554. Since July 1 gross earnings have 
decreased $735 and net earnings show an in- 
crease of $502,063. 

The Chicago Great Western road has giv- 


en notice that it will hereafter accept the 


same divisions on east and west bound busi- 
ness from its Easterr. connections via Chi- 
cago as are accepted by the Chicago and 
Northwestern, Milwaukee and St. Paul, and 
Wisconsin Central roads on traffic via Mil- 
waukee and Manitowoc. 

The Great Western accuses the above 
nfmed roads of diverting the business from 
Chicago by secret deals with the Eastern 
roads. Its action means a material reduc- 
tion in all rail rates between the East and 
points in the Northwest via Chicago. 

Minneapolis terminal roads recently agreed 
to form a flour pool and the business was to 
be divided among the various roads in con- 
formity with agreed percentages. The in- 
terested roads are now in doubt whether 
they can, under the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the Jo'nt 
Traffic association case, maintain the pool. 

At the meeting of the newly elected Board 
of Directors of the Union Pacific railroad 
company in New York the present officers 
were re@élected. The Executive committee 
was reélected, with E. H. Harrison chalr- 
man.

Mr. Banning said yesterday that Mr. Hurd 
would probably be made chairman of the 
committee, as he was for years President of 
the Children’s Aid society, and was also con- 
nected with the Bureau of Labor and Trans- 
portation, which did a good work in securing 
for dependent families and children homes in 
the country. 

Mr. Hurd and Mr. Banning agree there 
should be supervision over home finding so- 
cieties and a system to see that children dis- 
posed of by adoption or placed in families are 
properly cared for and educated. 

Mr. Banning yesterday suggested that a 
separate court and a separate jail for chil- 
dren might be advocated for Chicago. Mr. 
Hurd thought it possible tu provide such a 
court without violation of the constitution, 
and it was suggested that all children's cases 
in counties outside of Chicago might be heard 
by the County Courts. 

Mr. Hurd said the boarding master system 
has scored a great success in Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania. With the exception of 
the wholly vicious, unruly children under 
this system are given over to boarding mas- 
ters. who are selected with reference to their 
disciplinary judgment and capacity. Not 
more than one boy is placed in the same 
family, and not more than one in the same 
immediate neighborhood. 

The system costs less to administer than 
it costs to keep the same number of boys in 
a reformatory or penal institution. 


WILL FILE ALL RELEASE DEEDS. 


Recorder Simon to Ignore Tax Stamp 
Questions—Real Estate Men 
Are Pleased. 


After a conference with John P. Wilson, 
attorney of the Real Estate board, yesterday 
afternoon, Recorder Simon decided to accept 
for record release deeds whether stampe d 
or not. This will avoid the proposed munua- 
mus proceedings against him and is re- 
garded as the first victory for the real estate 
men. 

In speaking of the Recorder's position 
Deputy Recorder Walter V. Hayt said: 
We are requtred by the State law to accept 
and record all instruments presented, un- 
conditionally, if they are in the English lan- 
guage. When release deeds are brought in 
we have decided to explain the ruling of 
the Internal Revenue department and refer 
the person to Codilector Coyne or his deputy, 
who is in the office. If, after we have done 
that, the person insists on the deed being 
recorded we can do nothing but take care 
of it.’’ 

President H. A. Knott of the Real Estate 
board said that Mr. Wilson would institute 
a test case. He said the decision of the 
Recorder did away with the necessity of 
bringing two suits. 


D. D. HEALY’S BOOK IS ISSUED. 


Volume Compiled by the President of 
the County Board Full of Valu- 
able Information. 


President D. D. Healy of the County board 
has issued a book. It is not a red book, nor 
yellow, but is blue and contains a vast 
amount of statistics and other matter rela- 
tive to county affairs. 

The volume, which is substantially made, 
includes President Healy’s messages to the 
board. These cover a wide range of sub- 
jects, and by the financial tables it is shown 
that Cook County affairs are now in crecit- 
able condition. The book, in brief, is a his- 
tory of the county administrative affairs for 
the last four years. 


Mr. Healy’s book shows him to have been 


a close student of the needs of the county 
during his long term as Controller and since 
he was elected to the Presidency of the 
board. His grasp of finances, as shown in 
the book, is especially complete.

INSURANCE AF PAI RS, 


The local managers of the plate-glass insurance 
companies will meet again today to take action 
toward forming a compact for Chicago. At the 
meeting on last Tuesday nothing was accomplished 
save a general discussior of the situation in an en- 
deavor to ascertain what sort of an agreement 
would be acceptable. The main difficulty seems 
to be the number of agents a company may have in 
the city. Some of the companies, like the New 
Jersey, Frankfort, and Maryland Casualty, have 
but one agent who signs policies. Other com- 
panies have many agents. The Metropolitan has 
three—Charles F. Pogge, R. A. Waller & Co., and 
Smith & Rothermel. All of these report direct. 
Such companies as the New York, Union Casualty, 
Lloyds, and Fidelity and Casualty havea manager 
and, in addition, a number of countersigning 
agents. The New York has about forty. When 
the question came up of placing a limit on agen- 
cles it was fought with vigor by some managers, 
and this seems to be the stumbling block. Mana- 
ger Warner of the New York took the ground that 
he would agree to appoint no more agents, but 
that he would not allow his present number to be 
curtailed. 


The conspiracy cases in Kentucky instituted 
against the fire companies for organizing to main- 
tain rates are attracting considerable attention. 
Already five counties have indicted the companies 
through their grand juries. The companies will 
put up a vigorous defense. George W. Law of the 
Royal and J. M. Decamp of the Liverpool ‘and 
London and Globe have been conferring in Cin- 
cinnati for the last few days regarding the cases. 

A conference will be held next week between a 
committee of the Western union and the Patent 
Device committee of the Chicago Underwriters’ 
association relative to the gas lamp manufactured 
by the Economy Gas Lamp company of Kansas 
City, Mo. Neither body having acted finally on 
the lamp, the idea is to secure joint action. 

In the case of the widow of Philip Reilly of St, 
Paul against the Chicago Guarantee Fund Life to 
ecliect $5,000 under a policy on the life of the 
latter, decided recently in favor of the company, 
the court has denied the application of the plain- 
tiff. for a new trial. Fraudulent representations 
as to health was the company’s defense. 

The Prudential of Newark, N. J., has announced 
to its agents that henceforth the company will 
pay the government stamp tax on its policies is- 
sued by the ordinary branch. 


J. J. Parks, district manager at Dubuque of the 
New York Life, comes to the Chicago field of the 
company and M. J. Oliver of Evansville, Ind., 
succeeds him at Dubuque.
